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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Applicant has canceled the composition claims and amended the dependent claims to depend 
from method clam 20. Claim 20 sets forth a method of detecting substantially full cure of an adhesive 
wherein a (meth)acrylate component containing composition comprising a dye that changes color upon 
curing of the composition. The dye is a xanthene dye selected from the Markush group set forth in claim 
20. The closest prior art of record, to Neckers et al'171, discloses a method for monitoring the cure of a 
cationically polymerized coating but does not teach using a xanthene dye selected from the Markush 
group set forth in the instant claims. Trom et al '725 do not teach or suggest a method of detecting cure of 
an adhesive on a surface of a first article that is contacted with the surface of a second article and exposed 
to cure conditions. Trom et al disclose dental compositions comprising xanthene dyes that change color 
upon curing and their use as sealants on the surface of a tooth.
